I see by this morning's Arkansas Gazette that the editor 


has been on a visit to Memphis. He returns home to ask his 
subscribers why, if Memphis prohibits the blowing of auto- 
mobile horns, can't Little Rock do likewise. 


"To blow nn automobile horn 


in Memphis is to invite the at- 
tention of n policeman. Yet traf- 
fic continues to flow IhroijRh the 
streets, and the suppression of horn 
blasts has not been accompanied 
by an increase in the number of 
accidents," says the Gazette. 
But I believe The Star emphasized 


this matter as far back ns the sum- 
mer of 1939. Your correspondent was 
in New York the spring of 1939 and 
got first-hand information on Mayor 
LaGuardia's "campaign of silence." 


It's no mere newspaper talk so far 


as Now York is concerned. You real- 
ly can't blow a horn there without 
being stopped by a policeman. 


As a matter of fact, many cities 


arc falling into line with LaGuardia's 
sensible "silence" order. 


The same order ought to be adopt- 


ed in Hope. 


Automobile horns are for emergency 


use only. Drivers have no business 
sounding them anywhere except or 
the open highway. In city traffic the 
driver is supposed to proceed by ob- 
servation, not by 
giving off louc 


warnings that "Here comes a ve- 
hicle!" 


Hope prohibits railroad trains from 


whistling inside the city limits. 


There's no rhyme or reason in pro- 


hibiting train whistles while letting 
automobile horns blow at will. 


If traffic noise is the measure of a 


town's smallness let's make Hope a 
silent metropolis.

street Monday by R. D. Franklin, 
well known local business man. 


Both the supen-markct and the 


apartment house will be located on the 
former Bill Briant property, taking 
the business district south of First 
Baptist church on Main street. 


The Briant property acquired by 


Mr. Franklin has a frontage of 150 
feet on Main street. Tine A. & P. mar- 
ket will occupy the south 90 feet of 
this frontage,

way between them. 


Provision for Parking 


The A. & P. "Super Style Market", 


as the company designates this type 
of operation, will be 50 feet wide and 
150 feet deep, with parking across the 
front of the building and down the 
entire south side, made possible by an 
alley which bounds the south side. 
Demand for increased parking space 
has caused A. & P. to leave the cen- 
tral business district in other cities, 
but this is the first such move in 
Hope. 


The new A. & P. building will be

An air-cooling system 
will be installed.

A motion to continue the Hemp- 


stead county judge election contest 
between Fred A. Luck, incumbent, and 
John L. Wilson, contestant, for 30 days 
was denied by Judge Dexter Bush of 
Texarkana in circuit court which con- 
vened here Monday. 


The motion for continuance was 


filed by Luck's attorneys, John P. 
Vescy and W. S. Atkins, on the ground 
that Attorney Atkins was physically 
unable to try the case at this time and 
that an attempt to try it might prove 
dangerous to his health. 


In denying the motion Judge Bush 


also set the criminal and civil cases, 
originally scheduled for this court 
session, for the second Monday in 
May, 
clearing the way for the contest 


trial at this session. 


Former Circuit Clerk Ralph Bailey 


testified that 203 ballots questioned 
during the first hearing of the case 
had been in his custody and had been 
under lock and key at the Citizens Na- 
tional bank since the case was dis- 
missed last fall.

Farmers, working 100 
hours a week, have an average in- 
come of under $14 a week, while 
plumbers, for instance, averaging a 
38-hour week, have a wage rale of 
$58 a week. The point overlooked is 
thai all plumbers weren'l working 
all thc time to make these fancy 
wages. 


All these arguments, however, will 


be knocked into a grave if Ihe price 
increases on grain, sweeping in like 
a lion at the end of March, hold firm 
or go higher. The 1909-14 average price 
for wheat, for inslancc, was 88 cents 
plus. Wheat at 90 cents means thc 
"parity" price level has been 
pas-

Hide, Seek in 
Mine Laying 


Writer Tastes Peril

SOMEWHERE OFF THE ENGLISH 


COAST — In thirty minutes it will 
be zero hour. Up on the bridge the 
captain of this mine layer is trying 
to steer a course through mine fields, 
laid two nights before.

Each mine weighs one half ton. 


Early in the afternoon on shore, at

That was when they mined a large 
harbor on the' German-French coast 
The Germans knew they were there 
but were afraid to send out E-boats 
because their mine sweepers were up 
the coast. 


So they tried sweeping the narbor 


with searchlights from the shore, so 
land batteries could draw a bead on 
the little British boat. It was a 
game of hide and seek, this sailor said, 
trying to dodge the stabbing fingers 
of ight which swept in circling arcs 
over the whole area. Sometimes one 
.would fasten on the boat, but the 
captain would quickly change course 
course and lose the light. Twenty 
minutes of this dodging, which seemed 
a lifetime as the shells kept com- 
ing closer, and the job was done. 


The thirty minutes were up now 


The captain flashed a shaded light 


and you knew the ship was over the 
spot which, with luck, would be turn- 
ed into a British mine field. 


He didn't shout when he flashed 


that shaded light. He merely said, 
quietly, "Stand by to lay mines." 


There was less tension now. Every 


man had a job to do. The six who 
had been standing along the unrailed 
stern, while the captain was picking 
a passage through the mine fields, 
had melted into the darkness. 


One of them, just a smudge at the 


rear of the boat, was standing ready 
at the release lever. 


Then the mines began to move from 


out of the dark cavern, amidship. In 
slow procession they trundled on a 
moving belt to the stern, two men 
to a mine to keep them from shak- 
ing or moving too fast. 
.As each mine reached the point 
where it was poised, ready for the 
plunge, the sailor at the release lever 
pulled the gear and it slid into the 
water, head first. Then it came to the 
surface, headfirst. 


But it always quickly disappeared 


below the surface as the heavy sink- 
er drew the mine to the sea bottom. 
But you knew, watching this pro- 
cess, that the deadly explosive would 
quickly come to within five feet of 
the top as the wire attached to the 
sinker gradually played ou. 


Then the last two half-ton mines 


came aft. The men weren't so tense 
now.
